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First Offenses 


Bring Leniency 
In Traffie Court 


Persons Driving Without 
Licenses Must Pay 
Fines, However. 


Carolyn McKenzie, The Constitu- 
tton’s girl reporter, takes her camera, 
pencil and pad into the highways and 
byways of Atlanta to gather her 
news. In the following article and 
the accompanying pictures which she 
made, Miss McKenzie tells of a day 
with the traffic court and Judge John 
L. Cone.

“First offense ... suspended.” 
Those words monopolized the 
greater part of traffic court con- 
versation yesterday. 

We sat behind the bench— 
Judge John L. Cone, his corps of 


helpers and IJ—and watched the 
parade of several hundred traffic 
offenders. Many came on charges 
of speeding, running through red 
lights, or driving without licenses. 

To the first offenders, except 
for driving without licenses, Judge 
Cone leaned back in his heavy 
-jJeather arm chair, glanced over 
their pink cards, then their li- 
censes, and pronounced fines rang- 
ing fror $1 to $17 as he scrolled 
his signature on the cards. Then 
he tossed the licenses to W. H. 
Lyle, the man on his left, and the 
cards to his corps of helpers with 
the much-welcomed words: 

“First offense . . . suspended.” 

Persons reported for driving 
without licenses were reprimanded 
strongly by the judge, as he ex- 
plained to them that a state law 
governs his decision in this case. 

“The fine must not be less than 
$5 and not more than $50,” he 
reiterated.

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A New Concept of War 
The greatest tragedy of history is the neg- 
lect of its lessons. Neglect that spawns the 
Chamberlains and Lindberghs of the world 


and thrives on the ignorance and lack of per-- 


ception of those who follow their paths. Men 
of this type and those who prate of their 
“senius”’ are the great tragedies of democ- 
racy, for they conceive and propagate cer- 
tain elements which they consider truths, 
thereby lending themselves to the propaganda 
of the totalitarians who wage war not alone 
by force of arms. 

Parare Bellum—to “prepare for war’’—does 
not in this pure form mean a desire for war. 
For the soldier who has seen war, has lived 
through the bitter horror of war, fears it in- 
finitely more deeply than those visionaries 
who prattle of peace and invite war to the 
hearthside. It does recognize the danger of 
war and seeks to minimize the shock. 

To grasp the direction of America’s nation- 
al policy today it first is necessary to look back- 
ward to the development of wars. They grew 
from individual combat into the wars of clans; 
usually between nomadic clans or tribes and 
settled groups, or the have-nots and the haves. 
Then, in the eras of the great migrations, war 
became selective—not all men in a nation 
could carry arms—and the wars of the mount- 
ed men, the knights, came. This was the age 
of the Crusade and of the wars of Teutonic 
knights against the Prussians. Then, as na- 
tions grew and borders became more static, 
the knights became the cavalry of the armies 
and the depth of participation on the part of 
the whole people began a development that 
today has culminated in the wars involving 
entire populations. 

It followed then that these were the wars 
of kings—with larger concentrations requir- 
ing a wider authority than that of individual 
barons. With Napoleon—to a lesser extent 
previously—came the wars of nations, and 
finally, in the first World War, the wars of 
peoples. Generally speaking, wars forced by 
the have-nots against the haves. 

Today, German and Italian military writ- 
ers have advanced a new concept of war, that 
of a war of destiny. 

It is remarkable that Lindbergh, with his 
ready access to the military aspects of German 
life, has not absorbed that viewpoint. These 
writers are not reticent in advancing that 
thesis and it is obvious it constitutes the mili- 
tary background of operations which now are 
developing on the continent. It is, to the 
Germans, a war of destiny, an effort to wrest 
an empire full grown by force of arms and 
to dominate a world with a philosophy now 
long foreign to it. 

To the Italians it is no less a war of destiny, 
and Mussolini expressed it rather badly when 
he said it was,a war against the nations con- 
trolling the gold of the world. Which today 
means the United States. 

It is perhaps easier to say that this country 
should “mind its own business” and arm 
against the inevitable day of conflict. Such a 
conception, however, is based upon fear. Fear 
and indecision. But assuming that this con- 
cept should be adopted, is it not equally true 
that it should be carried to its logical conclu- 
sion and argue that the United States should 
not involve itself in the affairs of the nations 
of South America, as it certainly is doing today 
with a naval squadron operating near Argen- 
tina, Uruguay and Brazil? 

These countries are farther from the shores 
of the United States than Britain. Their 
philosophy of government pays only lip serv- 


free men, wherever they may be. Shall it be 
millions of dollars today or billions across the 
years? 


The Doctor’s Role 
The role of the physician and of the surgeon 


in times of war is usually pictured as that of 
the mender of wounded bodies, the easer of 
pain, in some blood-spattered field hospital 
near the front lines of combat. 

Nothing can transcend this duty in im- 
portance but there is another job for the 
medical men of a nation, either at war or in 
preparing for defense against possible ag- 
gression, which is almost equal in importance. 

That other job is in upbuilding the physical 
wellbeing, the good health and stamina, of the 
nation as a whole. Not only that as high a 
proportion of the youth of military age be 
physically capable of becoming, when trained, 
good soldiers, but that the entire manpower 
and womanpower of the nation be fit for the 
heavy tasks which must devolve upon those 
left at home, during war. 

If this nation is to be able to exert its full 
potential strength in time of emergency, there 
must be no young men crippled by unnecessary 
disease, there must be no boys and girls handi- 
capped by weak bodies as the result of poverty, 
deprivation and malnutrition in childhood. The 
children of the poorest must be given physiques 
equal to those which the more fortunate ones 
gain through careful, lifetime supervision, 
through healthful, properly directed athletic ac- 
tivity and through summers spent in the body+ 
building life of the summer camps for boys and 
girls in the mountains. 

With this task facing us all, it is gratifying 
to read of the appointment of a special “Com- 
mittee of Fifteen” by. the American. Medical 
Association to co-operate with the federal gov- 
ernment in the preparedness program. 

Dr. James E. Paullin, Atlanta physician, is 
on that committee, representing the fourth 
corps area. He has stated that the group will 
conduct a survey in each corps area to see how 
many doctors are available for active service 
with army or navy in case of emergency and 
will also act in an advisory capacity with the 
surgeons general of the army, navy and public 
health service. 

A man of the caliber of Dr. Paullin will be 
fully alive to the vital necessitry for improved 
civilian health and it is reasonable presump- 
tion that his colleagues on the committee will, 
likewise, not overlook this important part of the 
doctors’ duty in a nation preparing for defense.

It is to be presumed the Fulton county com- 
mission knows better than any outsider the 
urgency of need for additional employes in 
county departments. It is likewise to be pre- 
sumed that members of the commission devoted 
long and serious thought to the financia) con- 
dition of the county, and fortncoming demands 
upon its treasury, before they increased the 
pay roll by several thousands of dollars on 
Tuesday. 

It appears somewhat inexplicable however 
why, in putting additional employes to work 
for the people, they selected two who, when 
previously on the county roster, were indicted 
by the grand jury. J. S. Heard Jr., indicted in 
1934 on charges of embezzling county bond 
funds, and Ora Head, indicted on _ serious 
charges some years ago, were re-hired Tuesday 
as truck drivers at $125 a month each. 

Neither of the indicted men were brought 
to trial and the disposition of their cases re- 
mains one of those odd little mysteries that 
bob up, every now and then, in many juris- 
dictions. 

It does seem, however, if the county felt it 
absolutely necessary to obtain the services of a 
couple of additional truck drivers, there are 
plenty of men competent to give good service 
in that capacity, now out of jobs and who have 
never come to the attention of the county 
prosecutor’s office or the grand jury.

' THE CAPITAL PARADE

| The Republican convention 
is a scene of such fantastic confusion that the more orderly-minded 
delegates are wishing for the old days of the bosses, “when you at 
least knew where you were.” All Republicans are consumed with 
longing to climb back onto the pay roll; every Republican has a 
different plan for accomplishing the grand objective. 

Out of the confusion, however, a rough pattern is slowly emerg- 
ing. It is now possible to describe the situations, if not to gauge 
the precise chances, of the leading candidates. Taking the candi- 
dates in the order of the current excitement about them, the pat- 
tern is as follows: 


ROUGH WEATHER FOR WILLKIE The boom of Wendell 

L. Willkie is still in- 
creasing, and the Willkie name is still on every tongue. But Willkie 
is not merely lacking in supporters trained in professional conven- 
tion organization, which is an art as specialized as sheep-herding. 
The strength of his boom is also generating a correspondingly strong 
opposition. 

Leading the opposition, as a matter of course, are the adherents 
of the other chief candidates, Thomas E. Dewey and Robert A. Taft. 
They are calling Willkie every name in creation, from war-monger 
to Wall Street man, and they are exerting all their energy to pre- 


vent the swing of delegates to him. Besides this expected attack, 


fire on Willkie is also coming from two other quarters. In certain 
farm and far western states, where the electorate has not yet de- 
cided that the European situation makes all other issues as obso- 
lete as prohibition, Willkie’s utilities connection is causing serious 
trouble. The fact that he regards Willkie as an agent of “big 
business” is the real reason, for example, of Alf M. Landon’s dis- 
taste for him. 

Landon is backing House Leader Joseph W. Martin for the nomi- 
nation. Meanwhile Martin, former President Herbert Hoover and 
other potential nominees, who hope the leaders will kill each other 
off and cause the convention to turn to them, are doing their best, 
along with the more conspicuous candidates, to organize anti- 
Willkie feeling. Martin has decided to try to hold onto the entire 
Massachusetts delegation, where Willkie had more than 20 votes, 
and undoubtedly had a hand in arranging the anti-Willkie caucus 
of farm and far western congressmen. ,Hoover is using all his 
powerful influence to kill Willkie off, although in the days when 
Willkie was not booming he used to speak of him in warmly favor- 
able terms. 

The question for Willkie really is, therefore, whether he can get 
together some kind of last-minute organization, and whether he 
can keep his boom going despite the checks it is now meeting. No 
one can tell where he will end, but he is still a good bet. 

If Robert A. Taft, of Ohio, had just a little

more of the dash and personal magnetism 


which are Wendell Willkie’s chief assets, he would be a pretty sure 
thing. As Taft lacks the talent for putting himself over with a 
bang, he must rely on an organization which is a real miracle of 
efficiency and completeness. At least one Taft representative came 
to Philadelphia with every delegation. Taft headquarters get con- 
tinuous reports on every delegation’s doings, and take the appro- 
priate steps promptly and effectively. 

The Taft strategy is to go right on organizing, to help the stop- 
Willkie movement but not to press for any extraordinary first- 
ballot showing, and to hope that the convention will eventually 
come to Taft as the best general choice. 


DEWEY AND A*DEAL The unfortunate Thomas E. Dewey is 


not yet cut of the running, but there 
is a distinct note of desperation in the claims of the Dewey camp. 
The Dewey strategy is to get every vote which can be begged, 
borrowed or stolen for the first ballot, in order to start the Dewey 
bandwagon going again. In some states, such as New Jersey, dele- 
gates have been practically sandbagged to prevent desertions. If 
this wild grabbing and pushing produces a Dewey vote of much 
above 400 when the roll call comes, the strategy may possibly 
succeed. If not, the second ballot will show Dewey losing so many 
supporters that his presidential aspirations will be at an end.

DEATH IN THE AFTERNOON There has been a bullfight 


scheduled for the Mexico 
City bull ring every Sunday afternoon since the year 1537. . They 
have been held every Sunday when there was no rain. The ritual 
has changed very little. The methods of killing very little less. 
When the first bull was being dragged out I was thinking about 
the time in the Yankee stadium when Max Baer, then a great pros- 
pect, was beating Max Schmeling. I could see Max Schmeling 
draped over the ropes, helpless. His arms were over the ropes. His 
head sagged. Blood dripped from a cut over one eye, which was 
closed. His good eye was dulled and dazed. Blood slobvered from 
his mouth. I had seen many such fights. I could hear, too, the 


blood-lust roar of the crowd yelling for Baer to go on in and make e 


) 


the kill. He didn’t. The referee stopped the fight. . 

So, I sat up and watched the next tive bulls come in, make their 
fight, and be killed. I saw one of them catch a matador with one 
horn and toss him high in the air, catching him again with the horn 
as the man came down. That man fainted from loss of blood, trying 
to take the bull out and fix him for the kill. I saw another bull 
toss the picador from his horse and butt him along the ground, too 
anxious to get to him to hook with the horn. 

So, I watched the fights. The bulls have as much chance in the 
ring as Auturo Godoy had against Joe Louis. There is this differ- 
ence. At the end the bull is killed. That is the law. If the mata- 
dor cannot do it, then the bull is killed outside the ring. 

I thought. about the neat work in the

killing rooms of the packing houses 


where the bulls are let into the runway and then knocked in the 
head with sledges. That is quick. 

The bulls in the ring are wild animals. One had to keep think- 
ing on that. There was cruelty, and there was much amazing skill. 
I do not appear as an advocate of bullfighting. Few Americans 
do, because it is not one of their customs. But the fond mothers 
and fathers of Mexico take their sons and daughters to see them 


and they like them as well as we do the blood and the cruelty of 


the prize fights. 


The bulls are wild animals, even as a tiger or a lion, taken from - 


his jungle, is wild. It is not an ox or a gentle bossy they loose 
into that ring. It is a wild animal which can kill a horse or a man 
quite easily indeed, and which very much wants to do just that. 

The killing is not as quick as that of the killing rooms, but it 
is fast. And it is, apparently, not at all painful. The long sword, 
keen as steel can be made, apparently goes in without any sensa- 
tion to the bull. A sharp cut makes no pain for a while.’ The bulls 
never gave any indication by a start or bellow they felt the sword. 
They sank suddenly down and the attendant ran out to give them 


the coup de grace. 

THE TWO PHASES Seeing my first program of fights, it 
seemed to me there were two phases. 

In the first, the bull was on the offensive. In the second, he was 

on the defensive—and the more dangerous. 

When the wild animal came charging into the ring, the banderil- 
leros, one at a time, ran across his course with a trailing cape. The 
bull followed it, driving at it with either a left or right horn. 

The matador watched. He observing and studying the 
method of attack, the style of hooking. Having seen, the matador 
took over. 

He handled that wild animal with the cape. He made him pass 
so close to his body in the furious, killing charges that often the 
bull’s body touched the body of the matador as it passed. 

In those moments, if a flutter of wind should make the cape 
flutter in toward the matador’s body, a horn would follow it and 
there would be a dead or badly hurt matador. 

Then follows the picadors, those comical-looking persons on 
their grotesque, padded horses. The bull charges them. Four of 
these I saw drove the horse and man against the barrier. Two 
lifted the horse into the air. The pads saved the pack of bones 
from death. The picador, when the bull charges the horse, pics 
him with a long pole on which is a sharp point of steel, catching 
the bull in the fat hump which the fighting bulls have. Three pica- 
dors take him. 

Then came the placing of the banderillas. 
carrying two slender sticks, gaily decorated. At the end of each 
is a short barb. The man taunts the bull into charging him. He 
must then go forward. As the bull lowers his head to hook him, 
he must put his feet’ together, raise his arms high and sink the 
shafts into that fat hump. No golf swing is timed any closer. There 
are three sets of these. 

Then comes the brilliant work with the red muleta in which 
the matador dominates the bull and brings him ‘so close to the body 
the horns sometimes rip the trousers. And sometimes, of course, 
the man. The bull is a wild animal, remember. 

Later there is the kill. All of it takes but 15 minutes or so. 

Do I like bullfights? Well, I kept thinking of all the bloody 
figures I have seen unconscious on the foot-stamped, blood-stained 
canvas of prize rings and all I could say about them was very little.

It Is Suicide To Quit the Pumps

Reporters were astonished to see peasants plowing their fields 
while war planes battled to the death in the skies above. But the 
peasants were wise, for men must plow and reap though kingdoms 
fall and empires become the spoils of war. 


When the other war got under way, some genius invented the 
soothing slogan, “Business as Usual.” There were people who ob- 
jected to it as an evidence of hard-hearted materialism, but it 
proved more useful than any of the popular war cries. 

Work has spiritual value. Some years ago a woodworker lost 
his only child, the very apple of his eye, and the shock end burden 
of grief seemed more than he could bear. When night fell, he went 
to his shop to find relief in work. A pompous moralizer, hearing 
the rasp of a saw behind the darkened shop windows, slipped in at 
the back door to speak his mind. 

“Have you no heart?” he cried.

But the woodworker was wiser than the moralizer in things of 
the spirit. Some instinctive wisdom had prompted him to find 
solace in the only thing that could save his reason—hard and 
familiar work. 

In times like these, when the foundations of all old things are 
crumbling, our only sensible course is to work a little narder and 
keep ourselves too busy to worry about tomorrow,

in a giant machine, and the weakening of one cog can injure the 
entire machine. 

If we private citizens, big and little, fail in our duty, we shall 
injure the country more than any foreign enemy is likely to injure 
it any time soon. 

If we try to “play safe’—to trim our sails, cut expenses, stop 
all risk and expansion until times are normal again, we shall suffer 
for it as we deserve. 

We must not, dare not be afraid. Caution now is suicidal. 
This is an all-out struggle for survival, and he who would save his

WASHINGTON, June 25.—(7) 
The nation s»ouldered its heaviest 
federal tax load since the World 
War today. 

President Roosevelt’s signature 
made law of a bill estimated to 
raise an additional $4,692,500,000 
in the next five years by adding 
2,200,000 citizens to the list of in- 
come tax payers and by riising 
the rates on income, profits, ex- 
cise, gift and inheritance taxes. 
The money will be used to help 

inance the defense program au- 

rized by congress. 
_ The treasury calculated that the 
law would increase anticipated 
federal revenue in the 1941 fiscal 
year, which begins Monday, from 
$5,652,300,000 (not counting so- 
cial security funds, which are now 
outside the budget) to $6,367,600,- 
000. An extra $994,300,000 was ex- 
pected to be raised in each of the 
following four years. 

Next year’s revenue, if realized, 
will be the largest since 1920, 
when peak collections were made 
on World War taxes, and the 1942

How can one think of these woods converted 
into a battlefield? Peace seems to be in the 
heart of them, and yet I remember some just 
like them outside of Paris and in the forests 
of Germany and England. 

I motored back to my own cottage and slept on my porch, to 
wake to fog and rain this morning. Our drive to New York city 
was cold and somber all the way. 

I went first to visit Mrs. Stephen Wise’s refugee home. The 
three houses she has taken over must indeed seem a cheerful haven 
to strangers landing on our shores. I wish we could receive every- 
one who comes to this country with the same spirit which Mrs. 
Wise and her colleagues have been able to create in these houses. 

One thing seemed rather pathetic to me and that was the ab- | 
sence in the rooms of any personal effects. Only the children had | 
left their mark with a doll or.toy, and so few of these. My heart 
ached for what this represented in hardship and break with all 
former ties. 

From there I went straight to my apartment to meet two gi 
from Alaska, who came here to be present at Alaska Day at the 
New York World’s Fair. They had four days in Washington and told 
me it had seemed to them far too little, but they are now enjoying 
New York city. 

They said Alaska seemed very far away from the European 
situation, but when it came to what the Russians and the Japa- 
nese were doing in the Far East, they felt very close to any troubles 
which might arise. The fact that a Japanese delegation was in 
3erlin today made more impression on them, I think, than the 
capitulation of the French:
